It has ruled that the 
District and Municipal Committees of the PSP should follow the policy 

set by the National Executive Board of the Party, which is to form | 
single-front committees and to move up to provincial and national levels 
later. In other words, the movement should appear to be from the ground 
up, rather than from the National Executive Board down, -
